TpHE story of the Panama Canal 
begins with Christopher Co­ 
lumbus. 
In the journal of his 
fourth and final v oyage to the 
New World, in 1502, he suggested 
the possibility of such a water 
route from ocean to ocean. 
Eighteen years later, Hernándo 
Cortes sought the secret of the 
passage from the Aztec monarch, 
Montezuma II, but the expedition 
he sent southward failed to locate 
such a strait. 
In 1580 Philip II of Spain sent 
an Italian engineer, Bautista An- 
tonelli, to lay out the proposed 
Panama Canal, but then smashed 
all hopes and plans by declaring, 
“What God has joined together, 
let no man put asunder." 
During the 18th and 19 th cen­ 
turies four principal routes were 
agreed upon by European and 
American engineers: across the 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec, across 
Nicaragua, across Panama, and 
by way of the Atrato riv er in 
South America. 
At last, on Jan. 1, 1880, actual 
construction was started by the 
French, under Ferdinand de Les- 
seps. 
From the beginning the 
project was doomed. 
Waste and 
graft set an all-time high. 
Ev entually, on May 4, 19 04, the 
United States stepped in, built the 
canal, opened it to traffic on Aug.

This 
natural flow will account for less 
than 10 per cent of the oil in the 
pool, and the remainder must be 
recov ered by artificial means. 
When the recycling process is 
installed, the gas is sav ed, run 
through a compressor and forced 
under pressure into a well in the 
center of the field, Byles said. 
Trie constant pressure lifts the 
oil again and again, and the gas 
is sav ed until it loses its strength 
through constant friction. Then it 
is allowed to escape. 
After sev eral years of repres- 
suring, the oil sands hav e a ten­ 
dency to “ channel” and the gas 
goes through these channels with­ 
out lifting any oil, Byles .said. 
Pressu re Sy stem No t Used 
In the older Oklahoma fields, 
the wells are then flooded with 
water and the hydrostatic pres­ 
sure lifts the oil to the surface. 
Howev er, this system is not nec­ 
essary in Louisiana, Byles said, 
because the sta te’s oil supply isn’t 
ev en near exhaustion. 
Gas and water lifting has been 
found to be sev eral times cheaper 
| than the pumping method, and in 
addition, the recov ery of oil from 
the pools has been increased more 
than 25 per cent, Byles said. 
Engineers place recov ery from 
a pumping field at only ‘50 per 
¡cent of the total contained in the 
; producing sand when discov ered. 
II he new methods hav e increased 
that production to approximately 
75 per cent, or possibly more, i 
Byles estimated. 
Byles said the plan faced one 
major stumbling block. Oil sand ' 
in all fields reaches ev ery well in 
that field, and the plan is out if 
the different producers refuse to 
co-operate in bearing part of the 
expense on the repressuring sys­ 
tem.

“In the payment of the interest of the public 
debt, it has been said, it is the right hand which 
pays the left. The money does not go out of the 
country. It is only a p art of the revenue of one set 
of the inhabitants which is transferred to another, 
and the nation is not a farthing the poorer. But, 
that apology is founded in the sophistry of the 
mercantile theory, and though the whole debt 
were owing to the inhabitants of the country it 
would not upon that account be less pernicious. 
“When national debts have once been accumu­ 
lated to a certain degree, there is scarce a single 
instance of their having been fairly and completely 
paid. The liberation of the public revenue, if it has 
ever been brought about a t all. has always been 
brought about by a bank ruptcy; sometimes by an 
avowed one, but always by a real one, though fre­ 
quently by a pretended payment. 
“The raising of the denomination of the coin 
has been the most usual expedient by which a 
real public bank ruptcy has been disguised under 
the ap pearance of a pretended payment. . . . A 
pretended payment of this k ind, therefore, in­ 
stead of alleviating, aggravates in most cases the 
loss of the creditors of the public, and without any 
advantage to the public, extends the calamity to 
a great number of other innocent people. It occa­ 
sions a general and most pernicious subversion of 
the fortunes of private people, enriching in most 
cases the idle and profuse debtor at the expense of 
the industrious and frugal creditor,' and trans­ 
porting a great p art of the national capital from 
the hands which were lik ely to increase and im­ 
prove it to those which are lik ely to dissipate and 
destroy it. 
“The honor of a State is surely very poorly pro­ 
vided for when, in order to cover the disgrace of 
a real bank ruptcy, it has recourse to a juggling 
trick of this k ind, so easily seen through, and at 
the same tim e so extrem ely pernicious.” 
This certainly answers Roosevelt’s contention 
that borrowing mak es no difference because we 
owe it to ourselves. Sm ith explained this very 
vividly. Let the supporters of the New' Deal ans­ 
wer it.

WASHINGTON — E. B. Ger­

“ WHAT LONG TEETH, GRANDMA!"

The steady pressure toward com­ 
plete governmental control of busi­ 
ness has become evident in a new di­ 
rection. This time it is the eventual 
control of the 
small business 
concerns. The 
success that will 
be achieved in 
this effort will 
dep end upon 
the extent to 
which the little 
business men 
tak e the bait 
that is offered. 
The scheme 
now under con­ 
sideration is a 
gov ernm e n t 
gu arantee of 
bank loans to 
business, up to 
$1,000,000 for any one loan. The tech­ 
nique of gaining control will be to 
subject the business men who get 
these loans to strict regulation, osten­ 
sibly as a means of assuring^proper 
servicing of the loans, but actually in 
order to extend government control 
over, and direction of, business activ­ 
ity. 
The ground work for this 
particular 
move toward the totalitarian 
go al was 
carefully laid by hand-pick ed advo­ 
cates. Their theme song was the old 
and familiar refrain — “Since the 
bank s won’t help business, the 
go v ­ 
ernment must do it.” The alleg.ed pro o f 
that the bank s have flunk ed their jo b 
is the huge pile of idle money 
inside 
the bank s, and the large number of 
small business men o utside who want 
financial aid. The part o f the sto ry 
that is nev er to ld by these adv o cates 
o f the so cialist state is that the banks 
are mo re than willing to supply credit, 
but there is no demand fo r it. The real 
need o f the small business co ncern is 
for capital funds, and the supply ing o f 
such funds Is no t a pro per functio n o f 
the co mmercial banks. 
In o ther v .'Oids, what the majo rity 
o f business men really need and w mt 
is equity capital, and no t bank lo e is. 
They want to find inv esto rs who /ill 
buy shares o f sto ck and thus prcn id« 
Juads fo r lo ng-range dev « lo pm> nt, 


with a considerable risk as to the 
o ut­ 
come. No investor wants to assume 
these risk s, since the government will 
tak e most of the profit 
and leave the 
investor to hold the bag on the losses. 
Some of these firms will go under 
and 
others will have tough sledding, 
but a 
few will come through to a big success. 
This is the business game, and the 
in­ 
vestors would be willing 
to take the 
chance if there were a different gov­ 
ernmental attitude toward profits and 
the function of those who 
assume 
business risk s. 
It is clear that bank loans, whether 
guaranteed or not. would harm rather 
than help business. Recall Henry 
Ford’s early struggle, and the 
way he 
carried on with the help of 
a few 
hundred dollars from this inan and 
a 
few thousand dollars from that man. 
A ninety day bank loan would have 
been cf little use to him, and it might 
have destroyed his business 
by caus­ 
ing it to be transferred from one man 
who could carry it through to 
a bank 
which could do nothing with 
it 
How can a government guarantee o f 
bank loans meet the real need o f small 
business? The answer Is that it canno t 
meet that need at all. Under the pres­ 
sure of the 
go v ernment guarantee, 
bank s may be driv en to use their de­ 
positors’ money in mak ing 
adv ances 
to business. Even If these adv ances are 
in the form o? short-term 
guaranteed 
loans, they will 
really be Inv estments 
in equity capital, ex po sed to all o f the 
risk s of enterprise. Lo ans o f this so rt 
are lik ely to freeze rather so lidly fo r 
the reason that they sho uld no t be 
loans at all. The new o r struggling 
business sho uld no t be burdened by 
the interest and amo rtizatio n charges 
o n debt capital. Yet the scheme o f 
guaranteed lo ans will tie it up to a 
schedule o f pay ments, under rigid 
bureaucratic superv isio n, that will be 
a sev ere handicap o n success. 
In sho rt, the guaranteed business 
lo an is just ano ther case o f refusing 
to admit the real so urce o f the tro uble 
and o f insisting that go v ernment co n­ 
tinue to be the Number One sav io ur 
o f business and the peo ple. Ev idently 
business is to be sav ed the go v ernment 
way « t en il it is ruined in the pro cess.
